"China has been ruled hy the pure 


dynasty for 300 years, and people have 
been born in multitudes like the hud- 
ding of trees. Kecentiy the gracious 
gods have withdrawn, and calamities 
have Increased from north to poath. 
Scholars from Europe- hare baoa de- 
stroyed in a single day; their bodies 
were left ijuiitiried for wolves and birds 
to devour. 


"When you [addressing the dead] 


heard of the approaching calamity, you 
fled, from your homes, leading your 
wives and children to the fields and 
mountains. "Wlio was there to care for 
you. 
to lend you out or bring- you in? 


You were like animals enticed by prom- 
ises of grass and grain, but were led 
treacherously into pitfalls. 


"On the 15th of the seventh month, 


when moon and stars had disappeared, 
only the Dipper being seen in the north, 
with no sound save that of the crowing 
of cocks, you were carried out in carts 
to the foot of the city wall and tiiere 
were lulled, your bodies being thrown 
out In a desolate place by the side of 
the river. Though slightly covered, your 
hands and feet were still visible. 


"1'our church was that of Jesus. My 


teachers were K'ung and Ten [Confu- 
cius and his disciple Yen]. Our studies 
were along widely different lines, and 
we had no personal relations. Yet I re- 
member that in ancient times Cheng 
Cbuang saved Chang I. from calamity, 
and Chu Gh!a showed the same regard 
for Chi Pu [historical personages who, 
though mutual enemies, showed kind- 
ness one to another in time of calam- 
ity]. Was this kindly treatment be- 
cause they were friends or belonged to 
the same family? Kather was it be- 
cause of the spirit of nobility in the su- 
perior man, strong enough to break ia 
pieces stone and 
metal and 
< which 


mounts to tie clouds of heaven. I do 
not dare to compare myself Tvith these 
worthies of antiquity." 


I dug a pit at the city wall and 


rounded «p the dirt over the graves, 
burying these eight persons, men at the j 
east and women at the north. The pit 
•was seven feet:deep. I hired thirteen 
laborers to assist. My official position 
is a humble one and my money In head 
limited. I therefore pawned goods to 
secure a little cash. 


I could not provide clothing for the 


bodies nor outer cases for the coffins. 
Fearing that men or animals might 
expose the bodies, I bound the coffins 
with grass and mats that they might 
be left -la peace. I did this in sympathy 
with my emperor, who loves the lives 
of his people. 


"I desired also that the bodies which 


you [again addressed to the dead] had 
received from your parents might re- 
main complete and that your spirits 
might not disturb the passing travel- 
ers. It was my desire that you might 
remain undisturbed in the eartb until 
friends came from your kingdom to re- 
move your bodies to their resting 
places near their homes. 
"
